In  the  first  half  of  the  Wildcat  season  defeat  crushed 
the  cats.

They  won  their 
second  consecutive  victory  crushing  Hillsville  44—14. 
Disaster  struck  the  cats  in  the  next  game  losing  to 
Floyd  42—14.
